Mr*  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1959* 

During  the  year  the  population  again  increased, 
and  the  figures  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  - 
7700  was  270  greater  than  in  1958*  The  excess  births 
over  deaths  was  84  so  that  one  concludes  that  in  1959 
186  persons  came  to  live  in  the  town*  This  is  in  keeping 
with  what  one  would  expect  having  regard  to  the  number 
of  new  houses  built  in  the  district® 

There  were  157  live  births  giving  a.  birth  rate  of 
20®38  per  1,000  of  the  population®  This  compares 
favourably  with  the  National  figure  of  16*50  per  1,000* 
There  were  9  more  births  than  in  the  previous  year,  73 
deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  a  reduction  of  2. 

33  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circu¬ 
lation,  16  to  cancer  and  14  to  respiratory  disorders* 

5  of  the  cancer  deaths  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  the 
victims  were  all  males* 

In  contrast  with  1958  when  no  child  under  1  year 
dies  there  were  3  such  deaths  giving  an  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  rate  of  19*10  per  1,000  related  births,  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  22*0* 

The  only  diseases  notified  were  measles,  22  cases, 
whooping  cough,  3s  and  tuberculosis,  Although 

diphtheria  re-appeared  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  no 
case  occurred  in  your  area® 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  year  and  the  results  obtained  are 
encouraging®  This  is  evidenced  by  the  current  low 
incidence  of  the  disease  and  is  some  recompense  for  the 
time  and  effort  put  into  this  campaign  in  1959  when  no 
fewer  than  53,202  injections  were  given  in  the  Wycombe 
area® 
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Prom  a  health  point  of  view  1959  could  be  considered 
a  satisfactory  one  with  very  little  infectious  disease 
even  in  a  very  hot  summer© 

I  should  like  t  o  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr©  Jackson 
and  his  staff  for  their  help  at  all  times  so  freely  given®

141  vaccinations  were  given  against  Smallpox  and  when 
one  considers  that  there  were  only  157  liv-e  births 
recorded  it  would  appear  that  the  acceptance  rate  is  very 
high  as  the  great  majority  of  vaccinations  were  carried  out 
on  children  under  one  year*  This  is  in  large  measure 
due  to  the  availability  of  vaccination  facilities  at  the 
Health  Centre  as  it  is  only  since  these  were  afforded  that 
there  has  been  such  a  high  acceptance  rate* 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  young  people  were  very 
loath  to  accept  this  but  in  April  after  t  he  death  of  a 
noted  footballer  there  was  a  great  rush  for  it,  so  much  so 
that  applicants  had  to  go  on  a  waiting  list  whereas 
previously  they  could  have  been  done  almost  immediately* 

In  the  Wycombe  area  53*202  injections  were  given  in  1959 
or  over  1*000  per  week.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  details  of 
animals  killed  and  inspected  during  195 9°  It  is  impor¬ 

tant  td  remember  that  meat  inspection,  to  be  efficient, 
should  include  some  observation  of  the  movements  and 
condition  of  the  live  animals  before  slaughter®  The  year 
showed  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  all  types  of 
animals  slaughtered,  with  the  exception  of  calves  -  the 
total  "kill11  of  animals  of  all  types  being  5i  per  cent 
greater  than  that  for  1958® 

Among  bovine  animals  tuberculosis  continued  to 
diminish,  and  its  place  as  a  major  source  of  concern  at  the 
slaughterhouse  is  now  being  assumed  by  the  condition  known 
as  "Cys t icercosis"®  This  is  a  parasitic  condition 
appearing  as  a  small  cyst  in  the  animals  musculature, 
which,  is  ingested  by  man,  may  develop  into  a  tapworm  in 
the  human  intestine.,  The  accepted  treatment  where  one  or 
more  live  cysts  are  observed  is  refrigeration  of  the 
entire  carcase  -  a  process  which  invariably  reduces  the 
value  of  the  meat,  and  is  therefore  highly  unpopular  among 
the  meat  traders*  Some  effective,  and  less  costly, 
alternative  treatment  would  be  welcomed  by  all  concerned®

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958 


The  report  on  slaughtering  requirements  and 
facilities  in  the  district,  required  under  Section  3  of 
the  above  Aet  to  be  submitted  to  the  Minister4  on  or  after 
2nd  November  1959*  was  in  fact  completed  in  time  for 
consideration  by  the  Council  at  their  June  meeting*  Care 
had  been  taken  to  ensure  that  all  interested  parties 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  express  their  opinions  on 
the  subject,  and  in  addition  to  jxuznerous  verbal  discussions 
with  local  members  of  the  meat  trade,  some  18  organisations 
and  individuals  were  approached  for  their  views  in  writingo 
A  majority  of  the  replies  suggested  that  slaughtering 
facilities  should  be  retained  at  or  near  Marlow®

The  date  recommended  (  for  the  enforcement  of  slaughter¬ 
house  constructional  requirements  in  Marlow)  was 
2nd  November  I960* 


The  Council  gave  a  good  deal  of  time  to  detailed 
discussion  and  consideration  of  the  report,  and  were 
particularly  concerned  at  t  he  situation  with  regard  to  the 
single  existing  slaughterhouse,  which  had  been  placed  in 
category  (c)  as  being  well  below  the  new  constructional 
standards,  no  acceptable  proposals  having  been  put  forward 
by  the  owner  for  its  renovation*  (The  siting  of  this 
slaughterhouse  has  long  been  considered  unsatisfactory, 
but  current  legislation  does  not  appear  to  concern  itself 
with  this  aspect  of  the  matter®)  A  suggestion  that  a  new 
slaughterhouse  might  be  erected  on  a  Council-owned  site 
was  received  favourably  by  the  Council  but  failed  mainly 
owing  to  lack  of  support  among  the  meat  traders  them¬ 
selves.  A  conclusion  was  reached  when,  after  protracted 
negotiations,  the  owner  of  the  present  Marlow  slaughter¬ 
house  agreed  to  do  everything  necessary  to  bring  his 
premises  into  line  with  the  new  standards ,  a nd  the  report 
was  accordingly  amended  to  include  the  premises  in 
category  (b). 

The  amended  report  was  approved  by  the  Council  in 
December,  for  submission  to  the  Minister  in  the  new  year. 
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MILK  SUPPLIES 


Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  milk 
distribution  premises  in  the  district*  and  a  satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained,,  The  only  untoward 
incident  during  the  year  was  the  report  by  a  member  of 
the  public  of  a  milk  bottle  delivered  with  a  piece  of 
glass  broken  from  the  outside  of  the  rim*  The  distri¬ 
butors  concerned  we re  warned  (  the  evidence  being  insuffi¬ 
cient  to  support  stronger  action)  of  the  possible 
serious  consequences  of  such  an  occurrence ,  and  have 
promised  increased  vigilance  both  in  the  bottling  and 
the  delivery  of  the  milk®

Water  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  collected  from  mains  and  other  supplies*  One 
sample  from  a  well  supply  was  found  to  contain  coliform 
organisms 9  indicative  of  faecal  con tamination 9  and  the 
owner  was  warned  that  any  water  drawn  from  this  source

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  degree 
of  rodent  infestation  in  the  area  and  details  of  treatments 
carried  out«  196  rat  bodies  were  found  following  treat- 
men  to  Other  pests  dealt  with  were  moles,  wasps  *  flies, 
carpet  beetles,  woodworm,  cockroaches  and  mosquitoese 

A  feature  of  the  year  was  the  exceptional  number 
of  wasps  nests  -  121  -  requiring  treatment  These 
were  often  very  difficult  of  access,  and  invariably 
involved  a  measure  of  personal  risk£  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  Council* s  rodent  operator,  who  personally 
destroyed  110  nests,  in  addition  to  carrying  out  the  bulk 
of  rodent  and  other  pest  control  measures,  to  the  contin¬ 
ued  satisfaction  of  the  public«

(a)  Collection 

The  increase  by  650  in  the  number  of  houses  in 
the  district  since  one  freighter  was  purchased  in 
1952  has  year  by  year  caused  collection  difficulties  <, 
A  new  freighter  has  been  purchased  and  manned?  a  nd 
the  once  weekly  collection  can  be  maintained  and 
kept  up  for  a  further  increase  of  500  houses* 


(b )  Disposal 

The  existing  tip  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
was  closed  down  at  the  start  of  the  year,  and  a  new 
site  has  been  developed  in  a  disused  gravel  pit 
purchased  by  the  Council*  This  has  not  been  an 
ideal  site  to  work?  owing  to  the  difficult  natural 
conformation  of  the  ground?  and  the  close  proximity 
of  dwelling  houses?  and  the  most  careful  supervi¬ 
sion  has  been  necessary*  It  is  gratifying  to 
record  that  in  the  nine  months  since  tipping 
commenced  on  this  land?  no  complaint  of  any  descrip¬ 
tion  has  been  received  from  the  public  of  any 
nuisance  therefrom*  It  is  still  hoped  that  further 
progress  can  be  made  to  obtain  the  use  of  wet 
gravel  pits  for  tipping  space  on  the  lines  carried 
out  by  Egham  UoD«Co

The  two  replacement  technical  officers  appointed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  replacement  clerk 
appointed  in  July  have  all  worked  hard  to  obtain  a  knowledge 
of  the  district  and  to  deal  with  the  problems  of  it  and  to 
carry  out  their  daily  responsibilities® 

In  connection  with  the  outside  working  staff,  the 
continual  loss  to  higher  paid  local  industry  prevents  any 
improvement  on  routine  amenity  services,  and  at  times  it  is 
impossible  to  deal  with  the  statutory  requirements  of 
weekly  refuse  collection,,  although  it  is  seldom  that 
complaints  have  been  made  about  this  service* 

From  information  received  from  men  who  have  left  the 
Council9 s  service ,  it  appears  that  the  difference  in  the 
weekly  wage  packet-  when  going  into  local  industry  is 
between  £3  and  £k° 

Whilst  it  is  no  doubt  a  wise  and  sound  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  employers  to  try  t  o  curb  the  spiral  of  infla¬ 
tion  through  w age  increases,  the  above-mentioned  facts  should 
be  made  quite  clear  to  ratepayers*
